cellor Adolf Hitler last nig ht, 
and effectiv e May 1. 
“It is the most adv anced labor 
leg islation in the world,” de­ 
clared Minister of Propag anda 
Josph Goebels before a g ig antic 
labor mass meeting . 
Under the law, if a factory 
owner or captain of indu stry is ! 
benev olently 
inclined, 
w ork ers, 
; may enjoy a patriarchial reg ime ; 
in which the employ er and the 
j 
g ov ernment, working 
hand 
in j 
hand, will g iv e him all material I 
comforts — and ev en spiritu al! 
div ersion. 
The worker's freedom, how­ 
ev er, will be banished forev er. If 
he disobey s, fines or other pen­ 
alties may be imposed. 
In addition, labor’s time hon- 
I ored rig hts of striking to obtain 
better conditions and collectiv e 
barg aining are abolished u nder 
the law as are lockou ts on the 
part of the employ er. . 
The law, desig ned to g iv e the 
employ er 
u ndispu ted 
mastery 
ov er his employ ees, beg ins: 
“Within the shop an employ ­ 
er, as leader of the shop, the of­ 
fice employ ees and laborers as 
his following , mu st work jointly 
for the 
adv ancement of the 
shop’s 
pu rposes 
and 
for the 
common adv antag e of the peo­ 
ple and the state. 
“The leader of the shop de­ 
cides on all shop matters. 
He 
mu st look after the welfare of 
his followers. 
These mu st be 
faithfu l to him.”

A total of 179 marriag e li­ 
censes was issu ed in the office 
of Dale Fisher, cou nty clerk, 
du ring 1933 as compared to 141 
issu ances in 1932, according to 
the clerk’s annu al circu it cou rt 
report su bmitted by Mr. Fisher. 
There were also fewer div orces 
g ranted in 1933 when 18 wiv es 
and 1 hu sband were g iv en their 
leg al freedom. 
In 1932 there 
were 20 div orces g iv en to wiv es 
and 5 to hu sbands. 
On Janu ary 1, 1933. there were 
428 civ il cases pending in cir­ 
cu it 
cou rt, according 
to Mr. 
Fisher’s report. To that nu mber 
were added 427 cases, which were 
filed orig inally in the cou nty , 
and 11 su its which were v enu ed 
here from other cou nties. 
Of this total of 8 66 civ il cases, 
26 were v enu ed to other cou n­ 
ties, ju dg ment was g iv en in 8 9 
su its and 413 were dismissed or 
otherwise disposed of. 
Sheriff’s sales 
decreased in 
1933 when only 23 were held 
while there were 34 in 1932. 
Other 1933 circu it cou rt fig u res 
were 209 letters of adm inistra­ 
tion issu ed, 1 assig nment, 8 re­ 
ceiv erships, 14 g u ardianships, 18 
decrees of foreclosu re and 13 
persons adju dg ed of u nsou nd 
mind. 
In 1932 there were 44 decrees 
of foreclosu re entered. 
In criminal cou rt there were

A report of a special inv esti­ 
gating committee composed of 
sev en members of the house cri­ 
ticized the two state officials for 
awarding of contracts for food­ 
stuffs and for repairs to the 
dome of the state capitol with­ 
out calling for bids and for the 
award of state fire insurance 
contracts totaling $6 ,000,000. 
The gov ernor and secretary of 
state hav e made no public state­ 
ments concerning the charges 
and the motion for impeach­ 
ment.

16 (A3)—Ap­ 
pointment of county sealers who 
will inspect and seal corn on 
which ’ Indiana farmers obtain 
federal corn loans was announc­ 
ed t^pight at the office of Gov ­ 
ernor Paul V. McNutt. 
Under the plan in this state 
the corn on which the farmers 
seek loans will be inspected and 
sealed in the farmers’ own cribs 
by the sealers. The farmers will 
obtain loans of 45 cent a bushel 
on their corn.

Work of signing contracts on

The township committeemen, 
who will soon attend training 
meetings to prepare themselv es 
for this work, will be in charge 
of the signing of contracts in all 
communities. 
Farmers wishing to sign these 
contracts will go to the follow­ 
ing township places, where the 
committeemen will be located for 
this work: 
Noble, New Salem 
school; Rushv ille, county coun­ 
cil room in court house; Ander­

The financial report for the 
city of Ru shv ille occu pied the a t­ 
tention of the city cou ncil Tu es­ 
day nig ht along with reports of 
committees and discu ssion of 
proposed ordinances. 
The annu al financial state­ 
ment showed that the city start­ 
ed the new y ear with a g ood bal­ 
ance, a total of net av ailable 
fu nds of $115,28 8 .30. 
The g eneral fu nd at the start 
of this y ear had $41,143 balance 
and a y ear ag o it was $40,455. 
Other fu nds reporting a bal­ 
ance 
were 
the 
sewer 
fu nd, 
$205.47; street fu nd, $566.26; de­ 
posit fu nd, $2,567; and reserv e 
fu nd of the water and lig ht 
plant, $942.75. 
The total receipts for the"y ear 
in the g eneral fu nd were $146,- 
476 and the disbu rsements $105,- 
333. The income for the city in­ 
clu ded the .corporation tax of 
$39,129 and $46,435 in transfers. 
The city hospital took in $6,347 
and the g asoline tax y ielded $6,- 
316. Rev enu e from beer am ou nt­ 
ed to $2,741. There were v ariou s 
other smaller items which made 
the total obtained in the g ener­ 
al fu nd of $146.476. 
The water and lig ht plant, ac­ 
cording to the report, had a bal­ 
ance of $79,436 at the start of 
1933 and had $38 .363 at the start 
of this y ear. The city transferr­ 
ed du ring the y ear from the 
water and lig ht plant $20 090 to 
the emerg ency relief, $18 ,000 in 
u tility earning s and $7,500 for 
storm water relief u nder the 
CWA sewer project, making $45,- 
500 which was of pu blic benefit 
du ring the y ear. 
Another larg e item for the 
v /ater and lig ht plant is $3 1,5 00 
in g ov ernment bonds, which may 
be conv erted into cash if needed. 
The bonds were pu rchased from

into the present firm. The Cen­ 
tra l Fuel Company, the Rushville 
Supply Company, 
the Peoples 
N atural Gas Company and the 
Ayers interests merged to form 
the new company. 
The 
com pany .has 
approxi­ 
m ately 25,000 acres under lease 
and is serving 12 towns includ­ 
ing Rushville from this field. 
There are 216 producing wells in 
the field with an open flow of 
four and one half million cubic 
feet of gas. The company is serv­ 
ing more th an 3,000 customers 
from its system w ith a dem and 
for approxim ately 300,000 cubic 
feet of gas daily. T hirty new 
wells have been drilled since the 
new firm was organized. In or­ 
der to m aintain adequate gas 
service a storage tank with a ca­ 
pacity of 100,000 cubic feet is 
m aintained a t Rushville. 
While not serving Rushville 
directly, the Southeastern Indi­ 
ana 
Power 
Company, 
whose 
m ain offices are located in R ush­ 
ville is serving the rural com­ 
m unities surrounding the city 
and m any sm aller cities w ith 
electric power for industrial arid 
domestic use. 
This enterprising co mpany has 
mo re than 1,000 custo mers o n 
the farms in Rushv ille’s trade 
area and is ex panding its rural 
pro gram at a rapid rate. Three 
new.po wer lines are no w under 
co nstructio n to further serv e the 
rural districts. 
The co mpany has mo re than 
1,000 miles o f lines and serv es 
an area co mprising so me 30,000 
inhabitants. Fifty small to wns 
and co mmunities are no w using 
the serv ices o f the So utheastern 
Indiana Po wer Co mpany .

DEATH STILL DEFIES SCIENCE 
A child born today can exp ect to live at least 
55 y ears. A child born 50 y ears ag o had a life 
exp ectancy of only 35. But the g rown m an today 
— the m an who is drifting on into middle ag e 
— has very little more hop e of reaching a rip e 
old ag e th an a m iddle-ag ed m an had in 18 8 0. 
Dr. L. F. B arker of Johns Hop kins made this 
clear in his recent sp eech at Indianap olis before 
the Interstate Postg raduate Medical Association 
of N orth America. Medical science, he p ointed 
out, has g reatly increased the averag e life sp an 
— by cutting down deaths among children and 
y oung men and women. The m an who has g ot 
p ast his y outh is little better off th an his g rand­ 
father was at a corresp onding p eriod. 
The shock troop s of death seem to be massed 
ag ainst two sectors in the hum an life line the 
sector reaching from birth to the ag e of 15 or 
20, and the sector which beg ins in the late 50’s. 
On the first sector, medicine has erected sp len­ 
did defenses. It beats back the assault of the 
shock troop s with g reater success each y ear. The 
child in the cradle today has a far better chance 


of reaching manhood than the child of a few 
decades ag o. 
But in the second sector, thing s have not g one 
so well. Medicine has struck telling blows at 
such foes as tuberculosis, diabetes, p ernicious 
anemia and smallp ox but arterio-sclerosis, can­ 
cer, Brig ht’s disease and the various afflictions 
of the heart remain as menacing as ever. The 
hum an machine seems to have a way of beg in­ 
ning to run down, when the three-score mark ar­ 
rives, that baffles doctors of today almost as 
thoroug hly as it baffled the doctors of old. 
Medical science seems to incline more and 
more to the belief that a g ood inheritance is the 
g reatest of all assets for the man who would live 
to a rip e old ag e; and a g ood inheritance if. 
p recisely the thing which no doctor can p rovide 
for us. Our bodies are what our p arents g ave 
us, and there is p recious little we can do about it. 
But the science of medicine, after all, is not 
throug h with the fig ht. Indeed, it has hardly 
beg un. Each y ear it g ets a little more lig ht. The 
knowledg e it now has, and the devotion with 
which it tackles its p roblems, are our best reas­ 
ons for hop e.
